WOMAN’S BRAVERY 
PREVENTS ROBBERY 
AT CAPITAL HOTEL 

Mrs. Delia Harrington, Alone and Un¬ 
armed, Foils Burglars in Attempt 
to Steal Merchandise 


Last Monday a large delegation of 
citizens of South San Francisco ap¬ 
peared before the San Mateo County 
Board of Supervisors at its regular 
meeting in Redwood City. 

The occasion was the presentation to 
the Board of a petition from the citi¬ 
zens of this place asking that it call a 
special election at which the citizens 
of South San Francisco can vote on 
the question of incorporation. 

The petition also describes certain 
boundary lines that the Board is asked 
to establish. 

Accompanying the petition was a 
map showing drainage levels between 
the towns of South San Francisco and 
San Bruno. 

After the reading of the petition, 
Judge E. F. Fitzpatrick, of Redwood 
City, who represented San Bruno 
citizens, presented a protest against 
giving up any territory to South San 
Francisco that is claimed to belong to 
San Bruno. 

Attorney F. H. Thorpe, also of Red¬ 
wood City, presented a protest from 
the San Bruno Park school district, in 
which it was claimed that if all the 
territory in the vicinity of San Bruno 
asked for by the South San Francisco 
petition was granted by the Board, it 
would cripple the financial resources 
of the district and seriously inconveni¬ 
ence a large number of school children.

THE ROUGH DIAMOND 


Three Processes Through Which 
the Uncut Stone Passes. 


SPLIT, CUT AND POLISHED. 


The Flaws In the Gem Decide the 

Number of Parts Into Which It Must 

Be Split—The Difference Between 

'the Roses and the Brilliants. 

The first of the three processes | 
through which the rough, uncut dia¬ 
mond has to pass is that of splitting | 
the stone. Men are employed at this j 
task, which is all done by baud with¬ 
out the aid of machinery. It is not a 
lengthy process unless the s.oae con¬ 
tains a great many flaws, for an or¬ 
dinary diamond weighing about ten 
carats can generally be split in fifteen 
minutes. The object is to divide the 
rough, uneht diamond containing flaws i 
into several pure, flawless stones, and 
in order to do this, strong pressure is 
exerted on the weak spots caused by 
flaws by means of a diamond tipped ; 
tool, which is held in the right hand. 
It is an old and well recognized prin¬ 
ciple that ‘ nothing but a diamond will 
cut a diamond.” In the left hand is 
held a curiously shaped little frame 
into which the rough diamond now to 
be split has been firmly fixed. Great 
pressure is then used on the weak spot, 
and in a few moments the diamond 
splits into two portions. 

Should there be any more flaws in 
either of these sections the process is 
repeated uDtil several pure, flawless 
diamond^ lie on the rough wooden tables 
of the workmen, ready now for the 
second process—that of cutting. This 
process, like the first, is almost entirely 
performed by hand, but by women and 
girls instead of men. Only in the case 
of very hard, ditHcult stones is ma¬ 
chinery necessary, and then men are 
employed to use it. 

The w r ork of diamond cutting is a . 
delicate and difficult task, very trying j 
to the eyes, too, for some of the dia-1 
monds are so minute that 400 of them j 
or more may weight ouly half a carat. ! 

Each worker is responsible for the 
packet of diamonds she receives at in¬ 
tervals from the forewoman, and if by 
accident she loses one of the precious 
stones she has either to find it again 
or refund its value. The tools employ¬ 
ed In diamond cutting are very similar 
in appearance to those used in diamond 
splitting. In both cases diamonds are \ 
used as knives, after having been firm¬ 
ly fixed Into the tip of pear shaped 
tools. The women hold in the left 
hand the rough diamond they wish to 
cut, which has also been firmly fixed 
into a wooden frame. Little jets of 
gas are always kept burning on the 
various tables ready to be used at any 
moment when melted wax is neces¬ 
sary. 

The only real difference in the two 
processes of diamond splitting and dia¬ 
mond cutting lies in the fact that 
whereas the men who split the dia¬ 
monds use pressure on one spot ouly 
(where the flaw occurs) the women de¬ 
vote themselves to rounding the whole 
stone and carefully cutting off all an- I 
gles to be seen on its surface by means 
of the sharp diamonds they hold in 
their right hand. Occasionally they 
have very large diamonds to cut which 
take a great deal of time, but an ordi¬ 
nary stone weighing about ten carats 
would not take so very long. 

When the diamond has been sufli-! 
ciently cut and rounded, it is then 
ready for the third and last process, 
that of polishing. This work requires 
a great deal of time and skill and is 
performed entirely by machinery, a t 
steam engine supplying the motive 
power for all the iron disks. The 
process consists in giving to the round¬ 
ed diamonds what is termed in techni¬ 
cal language their necessary “sides.” 

All diamonds are divided into two 
classes, “brilliants” and “roses,” al-; 
though the ouly real difference between 
them lies in the number of sides they 
individually possess after having been 
polished in one of the many diamond 
factories. A brilliant must possess 
fifty-eight sides (a few years ago the 
lowest number was sixty-four, for there 
are fashions in diamond cutting), but; 
a rose need only possess twenty-four 
sides. 

Another, though slight, difference be¬ 
tween them is that a brilliant is point¬ 
ed at both euds, while a rose diamond 
has one end flattened and the other 
pointed. When the diamond is ready 
to be polished it has first to be soldered 
Into a pear shaped frame made of zinc 
and then dipped into a preparation of 
oil aud diamond dust before being 
fastened, with three others, into a 
strong frame placed in close proximity 
to an Iron wheel. 

This little disk is then set in motion 
by connecting it with the great engine, 
and the wheel Immediately turns at 
the rate of 2,000 revolutions to the 
minute. 

As it revolves the four diamonds set 
In the adjacent frame are gradually . 


polished by means of the friction pro¬ 
duced on their surface by the particles 
of diamond dust still adhering to the 
oil Into which they had been previous¬ 
ly dipped. 

Only one portion of a diamond can 
be polished at once, and consequently 
when this part has been dealt with the 
stone has to be resoldered, so that an¬ 
other portion of its surface may be 
subjected to the friction of the wheel. 

The process of resoldering takes place 
about twenty times in the case of 
every brilliant before it can be consid¬ 
ered to be thoroughly polished.—Ex¬ 
change. 

Departed Glories of Fez. 

Fez the “fertile,” the Rome of the 
western Arabs, still retains traces of 
the magnificence which made her in the 
mlddle«ges the rival of Mecca. In the 
twelfth century the holy city, to which 
when the road to Mecca was closed 
pilgrimages were made, contained as 
many as 700 temples, fifty of which 
were adorned with marble pillars. In 
those old days the city was the haunt 
of philosophers, physicians and astron¬ 
omers. A mere formal pretense of 
study Is now all that is practiced. 
“They have Euclid in folio volumes,” a 
traveler writes, “but neither copied 
nor read. The teacher sits crossleg¬ 
ged on the ground and repeats In a 
drawling tone between singing and 
crying words which are echoed by the 
scholars sitting around him.” Fez, how¬ 
ever, is honest enough In one respect— 
she does not believe in outward show. 
In the Interior of the bouses are apart¬ 
ments decorated with paintings and 
arabesques, while the oitaide walls 
are often built of mud. 


Dog Smugglers. 

Smuggling by dogs is greatly in 
vogue on the frontier between Italy 
and Switzerland notwithstanding all 
the efforts of the preventive men sta¬ 
tioned along the hilly country north of 
Como. The dogs are trained for smug¬ 
gling by first inculcating within them 
a mortal terror of the customs officers. 
This is done by dressing up a man 
in the custom house uniform, who 
thrashes the dog severely whenever he 
sees him, and the animal, having thus 
acquired a wholesale dread of the uni¬ 
form, will fly for his life at the sight 
of a douanier. The smuggler on the 
Italian side, who owns the dog, pets 
it and treats it well, and when the dog 
Is taken to the Swiss smuggler, whose 
tobacco is to be taken across the fron¬ 
tier, it is first kept chained up without 
food for some days, then packed round 
the body with a belt containing the 
contraband goods and hunted off with 
blows and cries. Needless to say, the 
dog’s miraculous instinct makes him 
head straight for home. He rushes off 
at full speed, and once across the fron¬ 
tier he finds his beloved master and a 
warm welcome awaiting him. 

Two Cambridge University Jests. 

The fellow commoners were always 
at Cambridge called empty bottles, 
from the following circumstance that 
occurred at Emanuel: Wine merchants 
send their porters occasionally round 
the colleges to collect the bottles. One 
of these men, during the hour of lec¬ 
ture, knocked at the lecture room by 
mistake and called out “Empty bot¬ 
tles!” The tutor, then out of humor 
at being attended only by one fellow 
commoner when there were twenty 
In college, cried out: “Call again an¬ 
other time. I have now but one.” This 
soon gathered wind, and these young 
gentlemen of the first class went after¬ 
ward throughout the university by the 
name of “empty bottles.” 

As to professional students (some 
very few excepted), they are worse 
scholars leaving college than at their 
admission. I heard one tutor once 
censure a young man at lecture who 
had been nearly three years at college 
hy saying that he knew less than a 
freshman who sat next him. 

‘‘Well, and what of It?” retorted the 
youth. “He is but just come from 
school!”—Comhill Magazine.

A former French chief justice in 
Chandernagore, Jacolliot, gives an ac¬ 
count of several curious performances 
that were displayed for his benefit by 
a yogi named Govinda-Swami on the 
terrace of his own house. Being by no 
means credulous, Jacolliot took every 
precaution to prevent deception. Fine 
sand was strewn on the ground in or¬ 
der to make as even a surface as pos¬ 
sible. Jacolliot was asked to seat him¬ 
self at a table upon which were a pen¬ 
cil and paper.

Lies That Have Been Told About 
the Queen of the Night. 

FOOLED THE WHOLE WORLD 


The Famous Moon Hoax of the New 

York Sun That Was Published In 

1835 and Was Reprinted All Over the 

Globe—German Yarn That Fell Flat. 

One of the must curious facts con¬ 
cerning the “goddess of night” is her 
intimate connection with liars of vari¬ 
ous ilk. The joke of its day and gener¬ 
ation was the famous “moon hoax” of 
the New York . Sun, perpetrated in 
1885. Sir John II or sc he 1 had gone to 
the Cape of Good Hope to take astro¬ 
nomical observations. Inspired by too 
deep potations or b> Nicollet’s sneers 
at the moonstruck Arago or by the 
baleful rays of the queen of night her¬ 
self, the idea came to Richard Adams 
Locke, a Sun reporter, that a mythical 
account of Sir John’s work would 
make a first class “story” for his pa¬ 
per. It has been stated that Louis 
Gaylord Clark aided the plot, but this 
is not probable, and some doubt even 
Nicollet’s influence and hold that the 
whole scheme lay between Locke and 
his bottle only 

However that may have been, there 
appeared in the Sun in September a 
long article purporting to be a letter 
from Dr. Andrew Grant to the Edin¬ 
burgh Journal of Science describing 
some wonderful discoveries that Her- 
schel had made concerning the nature 
and inhabitants of the moon. The 
astronomer, it was said, had been ena¬ 
bled by a remarkable combination of 
powerful telescopes and microscopes to 
bring the moon so near that the ob¬ 
server could recognize the character of 
rocks on her surface, perceive the 
color of flowers and detect the charac¬ 
teristics of men and animals that he 
saw. These observations proved, of 
course, the existence of animal life on 
the orb. and it is curious that among 
the types perceived there were several 
that Darwinism—had it been born at 
that date—might hate recognized as 
“missing links.” All the types of life 
on the lunar surface were inferior, 
proving, as the writer of the article 
grandiloquently observed, that “man 
may now fold the zodiac around him 
with a loftier consciousness of mental 
supremacy.” 

The sensation produced by this arti¬ 
cle was amazing. Of the issues of the 
Sun containing it edition after edition 
was called for until 000,000 copies had 
been sold. The article was also Issued 
in pamphlet form—both in the United 
States and England—and was disposed 
of in countless numbers. (In the Eng¬ 
lish edition all reference to Dr. Grant 
and the Journal of Science was wisely 
omitted.) A French translation was 
also promptly made by M. Nicollet, of 
which over half a million copies were 
sold on the continent of Europe. 

It may be said that a whole world 
was taken In by this magnificent joke. 
Except a few scientists who perceived 
the splendid absurdity of the detailed 
descriptions and a few skeptics who 
never believed anything on general 
principles everybody was hoaxed. There 
were rather more doubters among ed¬ 
ucated persons abroad than here, as 
might have been supposed, though even 
there the numbers of believers formed 
a fine tribute to the ingenuity that 
framed the “story.” M. Arago was 
said to have been completely taken in, 
whereby the malice that inspired the 
translation of the tale by his political 
opponent, Nicollet, was abundantly sat¬ 
isfied. This latter gentleman, in fact, 
gained a great deal more than he was 
at all entitled to—in amusement and 
literary credit as well as hard cash— 
from Mr. Locke’s imaginative effort. 

Yet other jokes on the moon—and on 
the public—have there been in recent 
times that are quite worth recording. 
About 18G2 a Boston paper published 
a story purporting to be translated 
from an article written by a German 
astronomer. This declared that “a sec¬ 
ond satellite to this earth planet” was 
to make its appearance within a few 
years, when every person gazing at 
the goddess of night in her resplendent 
glory would be tempted to quote a line 
from an old song, “The moon is full, 
and so am I,” for he would “see dou¬ 
ble.” The article gave very elaborate 
calculations to impart to its absurdi¬ 
ty a semblance of truth, but all this in¬ 
genuity seems to have been thrown 
away. Whether the Boston paper real¬ 
ly originated the joke or actually bor¬ 
rowed it from Germany seems not to 
have been known, but in any case it 
fell flat. At that time our civil war 
situation did not give the people time 
or inclination to take up hoaxes of any 
sort. 

Again, in 1874 the New York World 
published a dispatch based on some 
mythical observations made by a sup¬ 
posed member of a British scientific 
society, which stated that the frame of 
the moon was seen to be gradually 


cracking and threatened ere long to 
fall into separate fragments. This was 
a “special cable," sent by a corre¬ 
spondent, and the worst victim of the 
hoax was the paper receiving it. 

Again, in 1876 the Chicago Times, 
itself a joker of no mean repute, was 
•ompletely taken in. This paper pub¬ 
lished a cable account of a powerful 
reflection that had been erected near 
Paris, which when directed toward the 
moon had revealed large buildings on 
that orb. also gangs of men chained 
together engaged in various occupa¬ 
tions. It was the theory of the ob¬ 
server of these new marvels that the 
side of the moon turned toward the 
earth was used as a penal settlement 
because of its lack of atmosphere!— 
Cincinnati Commercial Tribune. 

Conferring a Knighthood. 

Sir James Knowles, the editor of the 
Nineteenth Century, used to describe 
with enjoyment the fashion in which 
he was knighted. He was at San¬ 
dringham one Sunday evening, and the 
king said to him: “Knowles, I want 
you to be a knight. Will that please 
your wife?” “I’m sure she will be 
charmed by your thought of her, sir.” 
“Well, then, send word to her in 
town.” Sir James was discovered a 
little later by his majesty writing a 
letter. “No, no,” said the king. “I’ve 
given it to the court newsman, and she 
will very likely see it in the papers 
before she gets the letter. Write out a 
telegram, and I will see that she has it 
tonight.” And she had. “It was not 
the honor,” added Sir James in telling 
the story, "that I valued so much as 
the way in w r hich it was conferred.”

VOORHEES AND MONEY. 


THE COUNTRY BANKER 


The Famous Orator Was Genial, Gen¬ 
erous and Careless. 

A majority of congressmen are Im¬ 
provident and when they are com¬ 
pelled to leave Washington have only 
a sufficient surplus on hand to carry 
them home. It matters little how much 
these men make, the result is the 
same, for they live up to their revenue. 

Among the many was Daniel W. 
Voorhees, so well known in his public 
career as a famous orator, a genial, 
generou 4, good fellow and boon com¬ 
panion. In money matters Voorhees 
was as simple and ignorant as a child. 
He parted with his money with no 
thought of its value. The middle of the 
month generally found him "broke,” 
but this worried him little, for he man¬ 
aged to get along just as well until 
pay day. He ordered what he wanted 
and had it charged and then forgot all 
about it. Tlie funny part of his nature 
was that, while he did not remembei 
his creditors, he always kept in mind 
his friends and would give them the 
last cent he had if they applied for as 
sistance. 

One day an old constituent of Mr. 
Voorhees from the Wabash, in Indiana, 
called at tin* capitol to see the senator. 
Not finding him in. he went to the 
sergeant-at-r.rms, that position then 
being h *kl by It. J. Bright, also from 
Indiana and an intimate friend of 
Mr. Voorhees. The old man told his 
story to Bright and the reason why he 
was in search of Voorhees. In effect it 
was that he was “hard up” and Voor 
hees owed him $150 on a note and he 
needed the money badly and was there 
to collect it. Bright thought the story 
over and said: 

“Now. my friend, if you go to Dan 
to collect this money he will not pay 
you a dollar. On the other hand, it 
you will go to him, tell him a hard luck 
story ai d put up a poor mouth he will 
raise and give you every dollar he 
can.” 

The man took his advice and, meet¬ 
ing Voorhees, told him what a bad fix 
he was in and his need of a little as¬ 
sistance. Voorhees affectionately put 
his arm over his shoulder and said: 
“William, I am very sorry for you, and 
I will help you all I can. Come with 
me to the clerk’s office. I do know 
whether 1 have any money there or 
not, but I will give you all I have.” 

The clerk informed the senator that 
there happened to be over $200 to his 
credit. This surprised Voorhees. but 
he said, “Give it all to my friend here, 
as he Is a long way from home and 
needs it more than I.” 

Mr. Voorhees devoted the last ten 
years of his life to the Congressional 
library. Until his death he took no in¬ 
terest in politics or anything else but 
the library, and to him more than to 
any one else is due the completion of 
the beautiful structure. He died poor 
and in debt.—O. O. Stealey In Success 
Magazine. 


Peculiarities of Bats. 

In one respect at least bats are the 
most remarkable of all the creatures 
possessing the power of tme flight. 
Bats, as most people know, are mam¬ 
mals—they belong to the great class of 
“higher animals” which comprises 
man himself. Moreover, it is not a lit¬ 
tle remarkable that among the host of 
extinct animals with which, thanks to 
the labors of geologists, we are now ac¬ 
quainted not one has been discovered 
In any way connecting bats with other 
mammals. Thus bats stand alone, 
while how and why they became vest¬ 
ed with the power of flight are ques¬ 
tions shrouded in mystery. The frame¬ 
work of the bat's wing is furnished by 
the fore limb. Indeed, the bones cor¬ 
responding to those of our own hand 
constitute its most important parts; 
hence bats are known as chircmtera. or 
hand winged animals. The thumb of 
the bat is free and terminates in a 
hooked claw, but the “fingers" are 
enormously lengthened, while between 
them stretches a skin or membrane, to 
which in certain species the bones of 
the tail give additional support. All 
things considered, bats appear to be 
better models than birds for those who 
attempt to attain flight by mechanical 
means.—Scientific American.

purpose—to sell books, to seel? a loca¬ 
tion, to look up land titles, to write life 
Insurance, to get a news story, to col¬ 
lect a debt- and early in your visit you 
will go to the ornate, imposing bulld- 
J ing on the corner of the two busiest 
! streets. You will pass a lattice crown¬ 
ed counter and be ; dmitted to a room 
large enough only :o hold a desk and 
{ two chairs. There you will come face 
to face with the town’s financier, the 
Pierpont Morgan of rhe community, the 
banker. Not uu en erprise, not a con¬ 
siderable business undertaking, is ( 
started without con ultation with him. 
The man who sells a farm and wishes 
to put his money where it will earn in¬ 
terest goes to the banker. The widow 
with a few thousand dollars of life in¬ 
surance-mere money than she ever 1 
saw together in ali her life before— j 
asks the banker how to invest it. It 
would be better if more of this class | 
would take tlm barker’s advice when i 
it is given. Then th *re is the merchant ! 
who owes for a large portion of his 
goods. He comes l ervously asking if 
the bank will “see hi n through” the dull 
season. The banker gives assent to 
one. explains to .".mu her, refuses a third 
and comes at last to read unconscious¬ 
ly the business retard of every man he ! 
meets on tlie street. 

The country banker exerts his great¬ 
est influence on ua ional finance dur¬ 
ing the crop harvesting season. Wheth¬ 
er it lie in the gathering of fruit in 
California, of cotton in the south or of 
wheat in the plains region, the banker 
comes in direct touch with the worker. 

Take the wheat h irvest as covering 
the widest area and creating the most 
intense demand during its existence. 
In a single state 20 000 harvesters are ! 
needed besides those already at work | 
on the farms. Through the labor bu- ! 
rer.us and railway departments whole 
train loads of workers are secured from 
states at a distance. These helpers are 
mostly itinerants, and they have no lo¬ 
cal standing. A grain raiser went 
among his laborers one Saturday night 
and. asking their names, proceeded to 
make out checks for the week’s work. 

“What shall we do with them?” ask¬ 
ed one. 

“Cash them at the bank, of course.” 
“Who will identify us?" 

The employer saw the point, tore up 
the checks and secured currency with 
which to pay the men. That made a 
demand on the bank. Scores of other 
farmers were doing the same thing. 
Hundreds of other communities did it. 
The result is that the country bankers 
draw millions of dollars from the “re¬ 
serve centers” every harvest and to 
some degree change national financial 
currents thereby.—C. M. Harger in At¬ 
lantic Monthly. 


Helping the Postoffice. 

“It Is surprising.” said a postofflee 
employee, “how many people there are 
who think they know better than the 
postal authorities the most direct way 
for a letter to reach its destination. It 
is quite common for us to handle mail i 
that has instructions in regard to 
speedy delivery written In one corner 
of the envelope. Not only are we di¬ 
rected to send domestic mall by a cer- j 
tain railroad or steamboat line, but the 
route by which the writers wish for- [ 
eign bound letters to travel is also desig- j 
nated. These instructions frequently 
denote a lamentable ignorance of trans¬ 
portation facilities on the part of the 
writers. If they were obeyed the de¬ 
livery of the letters would be delayed 
rather than expedited. Fortunately 
such directions are disregarded by the 
postn 1 authorities unless they happen 
to coincide with the government’s ar¬ 
rangements for handling mail, so no¬ 
body is inconvenienced except the 
clerks who read the unnecessary ad¬ 
vice.”—New York Sun.

Th» Sensation Described by One Who 
Experienced It. 

A German scientist, Professor Albert 
Heim, who fell over a precipice in the 
Alps, but lived to tell the tale, makes 
that story a very encouraging account 
to those with an inclination to high 
jumps and the like. 

His fafl was only seventy feet, yet j 
that would be more than enough to 
satisfy a temperate person. His story 
is full of interesting detail. 

At first he seemed to himself to be 
flying through the air. His fall really 
could have occupied only a few sec 
onds, but his train of thoufht was 
long and full of interesting details. 

"I clearly saw,” he says, ‘‘the possi- ! 
bllity of my fate. I said to mysell’ 
'The rocky wall from which 1 am now ! 
being hurled prevents my seeing what j 
is at its base. The snow may be melt¬ 
ed there or there may be none. If 
there is any, my life may be saved. 
Otherwise death is inevitable. 

“ ‘If I am conscious on reaching the 
earth, I have by me a bottle of aro¬ 
matics and my alpenstock. I will 
grasp it. for it may serve me in good 
stead.’ I thought, too, of removing my 
eyeglasses lest their splintering might 
cause injury. 

‘•‘Other and gentler thoughts for those 
I was to leave behind came upon me. 
For myself 1 felt indifferent, caring 
really little whether I should be much 
injured or not. but from motives of 
consideration for others I felt impell¬ 
ed, as it were, to make light of the 
matter. I seemed to call aloud, ‘I am 
not much hurt!’ 

“I recollected that in five days more 
I was to have delivered an inaugural 
discourse and thought of the grief my 
death would cause to those near and 
dear to me. Anon, lying, as it were, on 
the limit of a far distant horizon, ap¬ 
peared distinct and divers images and 
episodes of my past life. The whole 
mental picture stood out clear cut and 
illumined by divine and mysterious 
light. 

“All things seemed lovely and of 
good report.

TWISTING A BROHOKTU 

Hew Colts Are Put Through the Qrend 
Merry-go-round. 

He was a big black beauty of a colt 
and just as mean as he was handsome. 
Bronc had never been thoroughly bro¬ 
ken by his former owner, and when 1 
first saw him he was in the hands of 
the best horse breaker in camp, who . 
was putting the finishing touches to his 
education.

E. C. PECK DEAD 

Death claimed in Los Angeles, on 
April 10th, Thomas H. IS. Peck, the 
aged father of E. ('. Peck, of the firm 
of Peck & Garrett. Mr. Peck had been 
ill some time, but retained all bis facul¬ 
ties and was well and popularly known 
by the many friends of bis children 
who reside in Los Angeles. He passed 
away at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. Samuel Laxter, 126 West 
Twenty-fourth street in that city. 

Mr. Peek was horn in Philadelphia 
October 14, 1819. He was the son of 
Daniel L. Peck, originally of Water- 
town, ( tonn., after ward of Philadelphia, 
who was at one time a representative 
of the lower house of the Pennsylvania 
legislature. Several years of Mr. Peck’s 
life were spent in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
during which time he was associated 
with the historic Longworth family in 
that city.

He entered into business at 
Indianapolis with De Loss, Root & 
Co., stove and metal founders. He 
and Mrs. Peek came to California in 
1894. lie was the father of live sons 
and two daughters, all of whom are 
living. Among the sons they have all 
hut one drifted into transportation. 
They are as follows: Thomas C. Peek, 
general passenger agent of the Salt 
Lak Route; De Loss R. Peck, general 
agent of the MutualTransit (Steamship 
company, Cleveland; Herman L. Peck, 
assistant general agent, freight depart¬ 
ment, Dig Four Railway, Indianopolis; 
Frank Peck, now associated with Carl 
Leonard, Los ‘Angeles, and Edwin C. 
Peck, of the Peck-Judah Information 
Bureau and the firm of Peck & Garrett, 
San Francisco. 

The daughters are Hester C., wife of 
Richard Blossom, Seattle and Ella L., 
wife of Samuel C. Baxter. 

During the time Mr. Peck spent in 
Cincinn iti he learned the cabinet trade 
and afterward the trade of metal foun¬ 
der, which was the original reason for 


his entering into the stove foundry 
business at Indianapolis, 
i When Mr. Peck went to Los Angeles 
to live he retired from business. In 
1905 lit* and his wife celebrated their 
golden wedding there. His death 
causes the first break in the family.

A brother 
lives in Berkeley and his parents and 
other relatives live in some Eastern 
State.

The White Birch. 

One of the loveliest of our trees is the 
white birch, with its graceful foliage 
and gleaming trunk, and yet how 
often it is robbed of half its beauty by 
careless hands. 

The temptation to takeoff strip after 
strip of its easily peeled bark seems 
well nigh irresistible if one may judge 
by tiie countless forlorn trunks along 
our roadsides. I nstead of silvery white 
columns standing out with conspicu¬ 
ous grace from the green of neighboring 
shrubs and trees, the trunks are marr¬ 
ed by great black circles, the results of 
wounds inflicted by wanton passersby. 

Too often this is done merely for the 
fun of seeing how easily the bark can 
be pulled off, and no thought is given 
to the feelings of the owner when he 
finds that one of his finest trees, in 
which he took great pride, has been 
robbed forever of its beauty. 

The next time you are tempted to cut 
off birch bark, stop. Think of the in¬ 
jury to the tree and the injury to all 
who shall pass that way after you in 
depriving them of something they 
might have enjoyed but for you—the 
sight of that tree in all its beauty. Re¬ 


member that the bark never grows 
again. 

If you have in min'd the making of 
some article for which birch bark is 
an absolute (?) necessity, can you not 
at least take it from some fallen log or 
from some tree well hidden in the cen¬ 
ter of the woods, removing only the 
outer layers, and those in such a way 
that the tree will suffer as little as 
possible ? By doing this you will earn 
the gratitude of all wayfarers and land- 
owners.—Plant World. 

RAILROAD DISCHARGES 

ALL THE ALIENS 

' - 

i An older has been issued by the 
1 ennsylvania Railroad to discharge all 
foreign workmen and to employ in 
their stead native Americans or natura¬ 
lized citizens. This action is in the 
line with that of the big coke com¬ 
panies, who not long ago decided to 
discriminate against alien labor as un- 
| desirable from the standpoint of effici¬ 
ency and because of its disorderly ten¬ 
dencies. 

When the order reached Pittsburg to 
discharge all foreigners some of the 
foremen in the cleaning departments 
and the section forces objected. They 
laid great stress on the fact that the 
foreigners employed were very much 
better for the class of labor than the 
Americans, and as the former had been 
trained, new crews would have to be 
broken in, to the discomfiture of the 
departments affected. When the ob¬ 
jections reached headquarters peremp¬ 
tory orders are said to have been issued 
to the superintendents of these depart¬ 
ments to discharge the foreigners at 
once. 

The mechanical, operating and man¬ 
agerial departments of the Pennsyl¬ 
vania system are fully manned by 
Americans, but in the cheaper grades 
ot labor, such as track work, only the 
foremen are English-speaking men. 
It is figured that under normal con¬ 
ditions the Pennsylvania system 
employs fully 100,000 men. These are 
spread through New York, New Jer¬ 
sey, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. The 
order means that thousands of for¬ 
eigners who have been favored in the 
past will be out of employment.
